Her descendant, the fourth 
duke, deposited it in the British mu- 
seum, ow to which fact it is best 
lishmen as the Portland 
vase. It was lent by the duke to 
Wedgwood to make bis copy from. 
The body of it had been much disput- 
ed, but he found that it was glass. He 
was pot a gilassblower, but bad in- 
vented his wonderful jasperware by 
that time and decided his copy should 
be made of that substance. It was a 
tremendous task and took some three 
years in the modeling by Hackwood 
and others. The cost never re- 
couped by the subscriptions 

It is justly esteemed to have been 
Wedgwood's masterpiece. It has been 
reproduced by his successors and by 
other potters, but. of course, they have 
not the same market value as those 
made by the grest Josiah himseif.—W.

Cherry Rolls. 
Drain the juice from a pint of canned 


cherries, preferably red Morello cher- 
ries, which have been sweetened when 
canned. While the cherries are drain- 
Ing make a biscuit dough of one and 
one-half cupfuls of flour, two level tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one-half 
teaspoonful of sait, one beaping table 
spoonful of lard aud a little sweet milk, 
Roll out about one-fourth of an inch 
thick and cover with cherries Roll up 
iu a long roll and pinch the edges to 
gether, then cut into as many pieces 
as you have persons to serve. Put 
these pieces in a buttered pan and 
pour over them the following sauce: 
One cupful of granulated sugar, one ta- 
blespoonful of flour, lump of butter the 
size of a walnut and one cupfal each 
of water and cherry juice. Bake ina 
moderate oven, busting the rolls often, 
Serve while hot with their sauce pour- 
ed around them, and on each one place 
a large spoouful of whipped cream. 
Fresh cherries may be used in their 
season. 


Spanish Hash. 

One large onion sliced; fry in one 
tablespoonful of lard, butter or bacon 
fat; add five large tomatoes, peeled 
and sliced; add three sweet green pep: 
pers, sliced and seeds removed; salt to 
tuste (one level teaspoonful); cover 
and cook thoroughly over a slow fire 
one hour; add three small boiled white 
potatoes sliced. Cook nantil a soft 
mass and just before serving stir in 
lightly two well beaten eggs. 

Tastes vary in different households, 
and the housekeeper after the first 
trial may use her own Judgment as to 
the amount of each ingredient. 

Spanish bash is an excellent dish to 
have when the appetite is jaded, and 
it can be used admirably in piace of 
meat The long, slow cooking renders 
the vegetables digestible, and the eggs 
being added at the last moment do not 
become tough through overcooking. 


Sparerib Potpie.
